Nothing So Terrible in 
Times. 


New Yor, November 20.—The London 
Times of the 8th has the fullowisg account 
of a hurricane in Bicily, which destroyed the 
town of Valazzolo: 
There bas been no instance of such & ca- 
lamity within the memory of any living 
man. No earthquake ever caused so much 
destruction. There are houses ruined, houses 
failen w the very ground, waiis cleft from 
end to end, walle hangiag outwards as if to 
rest on the adjoining houses. There are 
roofs wholly swept away, sunken vauita, bal 
conies t rn from their places, windows anu 
shutters either entirely carried off or hang- 
ing loose from the walis. Lamp posts forced 
from their sockeis, «nd uprooted trees, 
Along the northeast side of the town nota 
single house remains in which the whole roof 
and windows donot require thorough re 
pairs. ‘Ihe streets are amass of fragments 
and rubbish. The incident of the disaster; 
are 80 Birange as to be almost incredible 
There was a siore with twenty-five heetolitres 
of wheat, of which not a trace is to be seen 
The books of the Excise and of the Land 
Kegistry offices have vanished and only thei 
torn leaves have been found here and there, 
at great distances, 

fn one house all the copper kitchen uten- 
sils were blown through the roof. In an } 
other, benches and heavy chests flew tirougn 
windows; the iron Barsone balconies are to 
be seen curled up one way, and those of an- 
oth r twisted up another way. There is a 
pillar of a palace which has been moved 
forward. one foot without breaking 
and stands isolated, all in one piece 
ihere i a wall of another pualac 
which has fallen back more than turee feet 
without a break. Here is a beam of one 
house which has thrust iteelf into another 
house, and there is half a bedstead, the other 
balf of which lies no one know where. Al! 
the tiles of one building are huddlea together 
in one spot ona roof crushed and broken up 
as small as if they had been pounded, The 
rafters of another building are ail bare, th: 
tiles have flown, no one can see where. 
In a stable, on the bare ground, men are 
placing bodies one by one as they are being 
dug out. Most of them arein their night- 
dresses, having been crushed as they were 
quietly sleeping. Their features and forms

them without shudderiag. Their uostriis, 
ears and mouths are stopped up with earth 
The white dust bas every where pierced 
through the skin. There is a body of a 
man holding close to his heart a child, 
probably his own child. The skuils of both 
are shattered There are two young men in 
each others arma, probably broth rs. The 
chests and backs of both are crushed. Near 
them is another youth covered with blood, 
he was clerk in a Guvernment office, be ha 
his eye glass still stuck in-his right eye. 
He was probably reading or writiug when 
he was struck. There are some imangied 
ast recognition; othe:s that seem unhurt, 
and look av if they were siceping. Without 
ex ration, one third of the town is dis 
mantied, and more than a thousand families 
are literally without a home, and about one 
thousand more have only a little corner of 
what was once their house to shelter them 
The dead number thirty-one, and the seri- 
ously wounded about half 4 score.

Tn nothing is the centralizing tendency of the 
Radical administration more illustrated than 
inthe bold, unqualified enunciation since 
Grant's re-election of the policy of continuing 
him in office a third term, and even for a 
longer period.

There is some reasons for believiog 
that the privileges and immunities there re- 
ferred to are these which arise under the 
Constitution of the United States, and not 
ihose which arise under Btalte laws. But 
passing over this point, and even assuming 
that this rule of the Board is to be included 
in the words “any iaw,”’ what privilege 
of « citizen is abridged thereby?

is the cultivation of a taste for music anv 
dancing. That every facility may be gre 
the patients to indulge in these pastimes, 
at stated intervals the gymuasium is sc 

for a dance, and then the —— 
usually invite a few friends. Friday night 
was occasion of the last re-union, and 
from 7 to 9 o'clock the hours. At precisely 
7 o'clock about forty female .unatics entered 
the gymnasium. They were attired in all 
sorts of costumes, The dresses of some re- 
sembled night gowns, while others wore 
several suite of clothing, and looked like 
traveling old clothes establishments. Some 
wore jockey bats trimmed with ribbons of al! 
hues of the rainbow; others imitated the 
Dolly Varden style of dress, but all were 
neat and cleanly, orderly and very ladylike.
